Ohurch at Heet Dixmont, He was married in Dixmont 
March 18, 1829, to Mary York, daughter of Deacon Joseph 
Yons,. by Rov..E. Dasher. Sister Sawyer made a profes 
sion of religion when sixteen years of age, was baptised by 
Rey. Dayid Swett, and united with the Freewill Bsptiat 
Ohurch of Dixmont and Newburgh in 1823, and remained 
with them until a Christian Church was oiganized in East 
Dixmont, when Bro. and Sister Sawyer united with that 
church, and both remained worthy members. Bro. Sawyer 
held the office of clerk most of the time since the organizs 
tion'of-thechureh. He was a great suffsrer from kidney 
disease, bat bore it-all with Ohristian foriitude, never mur. 
muring nor.complaining, ready and willing to go, and only 
awaiting his summons. He talked with the family about 
dying. and selected the 25th and 26th verses of the llth 
chapter of St. John as the text for his funeral sermon, 
which was preached by Rey. Nelson Stackpole, The fu 
neral was at his residence, and the attendance of friends 
and relatives was large. Heis.gone. The church has lost 
8 model Christian, and the wife a kind husband, ‘ His coun 
#el in church maiters was often sought after and appro 
ciated; The sorrowing widow has the condolence of the 
choreh and her numerous friends. At the breaking ont of 
the, rebellion, in 1861, Bro. Sawyer raised Company D, 
Fourteenth Regiment Maine Volunteers, which he com- 
manded until he was broken down in health and compelled 
to resign. He commanded a rifle company in the boundary 
line trouble, known as the Aroostook. He was commis- 
sioned Colonel of the Third Regiment Iafantry, Second 
Brigade, Third Division, State Militia, which cffice he held 
until the breaking up of the militia.

“f have fonglit a good fight I have fintshed my 
eourse; Ihave kept the faith,” ssid a bold and manly 
soldier of God 2e in solemn review he recalled his life. 


\He alsossid: “Our weapons are not carnal, but mighty 


through God to tae pulling down of strongholds, and 
every high and unholy thing that exalteth itself against 
God and his cause.” The Apestle Paul was a soldier in 
the grandest meaning of word. He marshaled men 
and placed them in battle arraf; the “powers of 
dar knees in high plaees.”

make his fight “tell on ages, tell on God.” 

He never fired a cannon or a columbiad, and yet he 
bombarded with trath the temple of Diana, and at his 
feet lay one of the “seven wonders of the world,” and 
the. glory.of Ephesus departed. He was more manly 


than Marlborough, the grandest soldier England ever 
~ knew. He was as brave as Bonaparte; and no mount 


‘ain range, or bridge of Lodi, or burning Moscow drove

die, if need be, for anything but wrong, He was as 
‘great ac Grant, but it was ina different way. Grant 
was great in association with great men on great oooa- 
sions.

Historisna dweil with 
delight upon the scenes that honor and immortalise 


. the courage of the hero and heroine. Poets have sung 


in verse immortal of the wonderful exploits of human 
eourage. Physical eourage ic a grand endowment of 
manhood and womanhood. Its history is one of the 
brightest pages of the human race. No great work 
connected with the onward march of our race would 
have been succecsful without its inspiration. It har 
found new worlds. It has made a bridge across the 
widest oceans. It has suspended iron roads over fear. 
‘fal chasms and rolling rivers. It has carried commerce 
around the world, and the steamship of human skil! 
proudly meets the foam-capped surges of all coeans. 


It bas penetrated the mountain ranges and revealed

The one is born of earth, the other is 
the child of heaven. The one is man-like, the other is 
God-like. No man ever achieved the acme of human 
excellence or goodnesa without moral courage. The 
world may have honored men for great deeds; but the 
courage to do right is the angel of our better life man- 
ifested in deeds that.wili bless the world when we are 
called home to God. Moral courage is not brasen- 
faced. It does not do its work witha full brass band. 
It does not carry a bh and poet along to write in 
fulsome flattery of its noble deeds. 

The Teacher of the valley and the mountain is one of 
the most sublime representatives of ‘moral courage. 
H» dare’ rebuke. wrong by the wayside and in the 
temple. Elijah, the Tishbite, among men was as bold 
as apy in reproving sin in high places. We want a 
million men endowed with the same moral courage to 
rebuke wrong in high places. To-day, in the home o/ 
the President of this great Nation, the moral sense of 
the people is mocked ‘by state dinners, which means 
when translated in . ish, state drunks, The 
moral courage of ae not forever bow to 
thiscrime and wreng, and once more will a man and 
woman like R. B. Hayes and Lucy Webb Hayes do the 
honors of thie Nation, and state drunks will not dis- 
grace the White House and the Nation. God speed 
the day! 

Paul the apostle was a type of the manhood that dare 
play the man for God. Awed by no potentate, prince, 
or ruler, he dared at all times to boldly speak for God 
and right. Danger and even death does not drive him 
fr->m bis work. In palace or in temple he speaks in 
the same fearless tones, Im this broad land to day we 
need a host of men as manly, as honest, as God-bonor- 
ing, a8 deeply consecrated to the truth, as was Paul the 
apostle. 

Martin Luther, in:the panoply of moral courage, nails 
his protest to the door of the cathedral at Wittenberg, 
and the sourd of hie blows aronees all Earope. I: 
reaches the Vatican, crosses the English Channel, and 
fires the heart of Joha’ Knox, who bas es much courage 
aa Wellington at Waterloo, and as much moral coursg: 
as John the Divine on the Isle of Patmos. Lutt er said 
to the cowardly souls that wanted him to run away 
from the danger that environed him: “I will go to 
Worms if there are as many devils there ag there are 
tiles upon the roofs of the houses.” 

We want this moral courage in our tem perance work. 
We have got to bave it if we succeed. No half-hearted 
efforts will dethrone and overtbrow this mighty evil. 
You can not cure a blood-poisoning cancer by an ap- 
plication of sugar candy. The old man could not drive 
the boy from bis apple-tree by words and sods, but he 
found an argument that had the power to doit. Let us 
take couneel of our various failares and try argumente 
that are equally efficacious. 

The Christian world prays for a baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, and the prayer isin harmony with our wante; 
but we need a baptism of moral courage. The mo 
ment we have the moral courage of all the good men 
and-women of this Nation enlightened and aroused to 
the enormity and greatness of 4bis evil, we shall see 
once more the grandeur of this Nation asin the day 
when the defenders of human slavery fired on Fort 
Sumter, Whén the moral convictions of the Ameri- 
can people are aroused you will know the power of 
moral courage. , 

How sball we cultivate and arouse this wonderful 
power? When all the men that speak for God and his 
cause shall have the courage to speak as God, as duty, 
as humartity and love of country shall demand of them. 
When all professed Obristians shall banish cider and all 
intoxicants from their homes, and have the moral cour- 
age to goto the ballot-box and vote as they profess to 
pray. When all moral men that claim to love and de- 
aire the welfare of our country shall demonstrate their 
love by voting to put down by law the one great evil 
that is the greatest curse the world ever, knew,

Again wo any that Woidze of ell titnes rendy dina will 
ing to talk with our correspondents, but we do not wish 
to debate with them. When we talk of questions, the 
tendency is to investigate their merits; but the spirit of 
debate is to push on the one side and fence on the 
other, The man who investigates must be w'lling to 
uncover the weak points in his own actepted bypoth- 
esis, and to develop the strong points in that to which 
he is opposed. The spirit and tendency of the debater 
or dogmatizer is to assert his strong points and hide his 
weak ones. Few men are willing to a candid investi- 
gation of their own theories of any question. 

Under the above caption a correspondent, for whom 

we entertain a most profound regard, comes forward in 
another column of thie paper “with words of wisdom 
to help us in directing our ways by the chart of truth 
andthe changeless polar star, and not by shifting 
shadowe.” That word help is very full of meaning to 
us, for if we were writing an answer to the question in 
the catechism, “What isthe chief end of man?” we would 
write it, “To help his fellow-man.” For he who helps 
men most glorifies God most, and will be best fitted “to 
enjoy him to all eternity.”

necessarily involved in the forgiveness of sins in any 
sense in which that blessing is offered to men in the 
gospel. And right here is the point at which the Dis- 
ciple teaching has blundered most fatally, in its attempt 
to dissect and classify spiritual experiences, The term 
“forgiveness,” when nsed to describe a spiritual experi- 
ence, is diverted from its true import and signification 
whenever it is limited by any such definitions, 

The Governor of Ohio may issue a certificate of pare 
don to a convict condemned to state’s prison for life, 
and he may thereby turn loose upon society the same 
murderous wretch that bad been arrested, tried, and 
condemned. His act is purely fanctional, But when 
God pardons a sinner the transaction necessarily in- 
volves the purification of the soul from the guilt and 
bondage of sin. It is not merely a letting 
go, but it is the making the soul fitto be let go tia not 
merely absolving the soul from the penalty of sin, bat 
releasing it from the sin itself. 

When the Scriptures inform us that “it repented God 
that he had made man,” are we to understand that he 
buried his face in his hands and sat down and wept 
over his mistake? Such a construction would be no 
leas absurd and misleading than it is to assume that bia 
forgiving of sins is to be limited to “an act of the par- 
doning power”—“functional only.” The word is obvi- 
ously used, as hundreds of other words are used in 

in accommodation to the limited range of 
man’s spiritual perceptions. 

The word forgive, when applied to the act of God or 
of man, is not limited to the mere act of letting go, but 
itinoludes, as Dr. Bushnell bas well said, a giving for, ¢ 
going out after, a reclaiming of the wayward and bring- 
ing them into that etate of mind and heart where the 
freedom of love and purity becomes possible. 

Our observation is in fullest accord with the remarks 
of Dr. Goff on the question of usefalaess. Discipleism, 
like Adventism, when it takes deep hold upon a man, 
usually produces a kind of religious insanity, and is mar- 
velously unhinging to common sense. We have not the 
remotest disposition to discount the sincerity of those 
who believe in Mr. Oampbell’s system, Toey are com- 
monly so immensely sincere that they have no place 
left for judgment or charity. Neither do we at all un- 
derrate their zeal for their cause; nor would we under- 
estimate the degree of success that has attended their 
efforts. But how far.doesall that go to support their 
claims to infallibilty in the interpretation of Scripture? 
Could not the same be said of the Methodists, the Cath- 
Olics, the Adventists, the Mormons? Building up may 
be success or it may be failure according to what is 
built. 

It is true that our cause hes not built up rapidly as 
an organized body, but it is also true that the spirit of 
the movement has permeated the Ohristian thought of 
America more rapidly and more effectually than that 
of any other religious movement of modern’ times, 
Even Discipleiem, when pressed, is competied to admit 
the-truth of the position. 

“That it bas not grown as an Organised body is pow 
sibly dae, to dome extent, to the fact that it has been in 
the hands of too many men who, like our correspond- 
ent, neither understood, believed, loved, nor practiced 
ites principles? Too many of its leaders have been 
looking out for an opportunity to surrender—now to 
nang ernest ey Aonaharermaneneenagrwnif 
ism or to the narrowness of Discipleiem. e

The modesty of the exhortation urges us “to return 
with all our hearts to fall allegiance to Jesus Christ” by 
embracing a set of dogmas that compel us to reject 
from or fellowship and treat as rebels against the gov- 
ernment of God nine hundred and ninety-nine out of 
every thousand of the wisest and best men and women 
of this,or any other age of gospel grace ia truly refresh- 
ing! Bat, then, the modesty of the exhortation will 
cover much of its absurdity ! 

We believe in Onristian union most heartily, but we 
do not believe in union with any corporation whose 
creed, whether written or unwritten, would exclude from 
fellowship any child of God below the stars; and we be- 
lieve that any dogma that makes it Jogically necessary 
to practice such exclusion is necessarily untrue. A 
spiritet union which stands.ready to join iteelf. to that 
which is essentially exclusive is not union at all, but an 
abject surrender to that which makes union impossible. 
The fact that they take the name Coristian while not 
being willing to reosive all Ohristians t6 their fellow- 
ship, and that they take the Bible alone while denying 
the right of individual interpretation of ite teachings, 
makes the narrowness of their position ouly the more

LUTHERAN FESTIVAL. 

Rev. Mr. Coar:—I will try to give you a very brief 
account of the festival at the two Lutheran churches 
in Washington on Sunday, the 11th inst. 

At Dr. Bu‘ler’s—called the Memorial Courch—which 
I attended in the morning, the text was,“The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same is become the 
head of the corner.” The Bible lesson was that grand 
scene between E':j:h on the one side and the priests «* 
Baal on the other, recorded in I Kings 18:17-89 It 
seemed well chosen. Dr. Butler mentioned bri: fly the 
princip:! incidents in the life of Luther, and dwelt 
particularly on his bearing before the king and the 
dignitaries of the church when he was summoned be- 
fore them at Worms. “I can not recant,” he said; 
“except convinced by sound argument and the word «f 
God, bere I muat stand, God helping me.” 

In the +vening, at the other church, Hon. Simon 
Wolf spoke most eloquently of Luther and the result 
of his answer at the Diet of Worms. It ssemed as if 
Mr. Wolf, in his enthusiasm, forgot his own great law- 


| giver (Moses), for he represented Luther as the great- 


est man the Lord had ever brought into the world— 
the emancipator of the mind of man from the shack.e« 
which had bound him spiritually, and under God the 
emancipator of Germany politically. It was really 
grand tohear this man of aaancient faith speak in 
such glowiog terms of any one who was a Christian. 

Domer, to make it a little pleasant for Mr. Wolf, 
rissa fact that Luther was assisted by a Jew- 
ish rabbi in Germany to interpret the Old Testament 
scriptures, 

I need hardly mention that both the churches were 
decorated with flowers and emblems and portraits of 
Luther. 

But I must say that I had the wish granted of seeing 
Pere Hyacinthe Loysona, of France, who was there also 
to pay his tribute of respect and praise to the memory 
of Luther.” He is“a very pleasant looking man, I 
could only understand his ealutation to the audience. 

It seems that Pere Hyacinthe wishes to reform the 
Oatholio: Church within the Church, which Dr. Butler 
says “can not be done.”

namely, to reform t16 erroraand abuses which had 
crept into the Roman Uhurch without withdrawing 
or separating from her communion. Luther was still 
a monk when he appeared before the Diet at Worms ; 
but when the church threw him off he had to establish 
another church for his people. I say that Martin 
Luther established another church—the German Evan- 
gelical Church, which is the national church of Ger. 
many, and of Norway, Danmark, and Sweden, embrac- 
ing forty millions of people. Truly may it be said of 
Martin Luther, “The stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of the corner.”
